Soviet Tanks And Infantry Smash To Within Six Miles 


Of City Proper; Wiener Neustadt Base Seized; 


Other Russians Press On Bratislava 


By The Associated Press. 
LONDON, April 4— Powerful Soviet tank and infantry 
forces, surging through the administrative district of Greater 
Vienna, smashed today to within six miles of the city proper, 
which is within reach of Soviet artillery. 
Two massive Russian armies have deprived the defenders 
of Vienna of the great bastion of Wiener Neustadt, 22 miles 
to the south, and are pressing Bratislava closely. This base lies 
24 miles east of the Austrian capital’s city limits. 
W iener Neustadt, one of the biggest aircraft production renters 
of Europe, fell to Marshal Feodor I. Tolbukhin’s Third Ukrainian 
army, which drove on 16 miles to the southwest, capturing Neunkirchen 
and Gloggnitz. 
The Russians cut the main Vienna-Venice railroad and a high-1 
way connecting the war arsenals of Austria and Czechoslovakia with 
German troops in Italy. 
At Gloggnitz the Russians are within seven miles of the Semmer- 
In t Pass and 137 miles east of Adolf H itler’s mountain retreat at 
Berchtesgaden. 
In the drive on Vienna, another wing of Marshal Tolbukhin’s 
army capitalized on a crossing of the Leitba river and dashed 17 
miles through highways and railroads, each an enemy defense line.

Mass., of the Third di­ 
vision. who were killed holding 
dff a heavy ambushing enemy force 
Pear Valmonte. Italy, last June, 
after ordering the assistant patrol 
leader to take the rest of the men 
to safety. 
A slug severed Pvt. Christian’s 
right leg above the knee. Advanc­ 
ing on his left knee and his bloody 
right stump, he killed three Ger­ 
ms ns with a tommy gun and stag­ 
gered Into a position IO yards from 
the enemy, who was concentrating 
fire on him.

Right now, a survey throughout 
the nation finds that only about 
four persons in IOO are able to 
say what feather-bedding is. Among 
this very small, informed group, 
there is overwhelming opposition 
to the practice.

G 
OVERNMENT m anagem ent of the 
national 
food supply has not bean a war-time meas­ 
ure. Under the guise of aoli conservation, allot­ 
ment of production and distribution was aatab- 
lished 
paaca-tlme practice—had bean, in fact, 
since passage of the agricultural adjustm ent act 


in 1933. 
The war emergency only increased the breadth 
of government control. Under the war food ad­ 
ministration, virtually every detail of agricul­ 
tural production and distribution was adjusted lo 
the m aster planning for war being done in W ash­ 
ington. 
All tbess things are on the record—all the 
moves by all the government agencies respon­ 
sible for m snsgem ent of the food supply. It is 
deeply significant, therefore, that the first of tbs 
Investigations csilsd for by circum stantial evi­ 
d e n t 
of serious 
m ismanagem ent 
will 
be 
in 
this field. It Is apparent that tbs shortages and 
the threats of worse shortages to come are the 
result 
not 
only of inevitable 
dislocations 
of 
supply and demand, but of some other disloca­ 
tions attributable to governm ent m anagem ent. 
It is pointed out, for example, that WEA, which 
accepted the bad guess of certain government 
officials about the end of the war In Europe last 
year, Immediately moved to curtail agricultural 
production, It is well known that government 
price 
policies 
have 
interfered 
seriously 
witn 
m ovem ent of certain commodities to market. The 
difficulty here, as is so often the case with gov­ 
ernm ent plans, has been the refusal of elements 
Of the food industry to behave in a certain way 
On bureaucratic say-so; 
they have obeyed, in­ 
stead, the familiar necessities of profit and loss 
practice. 
All these things are well known. They have 
been discussed widely. They are an integral part 
of the whole people'! every-day experience during 
the war. They constitute, as tbsy stand now—and 
Investigations may turn up even more evidence 
—an indictment of national planning offered as 
the alternative to free enterprise. 
In World W ar I It w'aa the governm ent’s dis 
lliuaioniog egperience with operation of railroads 
that became the rebuttal to argum ents for gov 
em inent management. In World W ar ll, though 
the record is not yet complete, it may bf the gov 
•rnnient’a 
mismanagement of its authority to 
m anage food that will become exhibit A in the 
oaae of the people against governm ent control. 
As a theory, it Is not easy to refute; there is 
a strong appeal in the notion that W ashington 
can bring order out of confusion. Rut as a prac­ 
tice, government control baa a way of refuting 
itself by demonstrating that Washington, itself, 
is a source of confusion. W hen it is further con­ 
sidered that a government m istake can be Par- 
patrated universally whenever there is govern­ 
m ent control—end that government is Just es 
prone to make mistakes as the lam bie officials 
who act for governm ent—the case for govern­ 
ment planning begins to fall of Its own short­ 
comings. At least when mistakes are m ade by the 
numeroue elements of private enterprise, they ere 
not universal.

- r H E anxious hours spent by m anagem ent the

last few days over problems created by the 
genera] assembly's ballup of the Ross act need 
to be credited to the right source. 
Th* Ross act emergency clause was omitted 
in the house of repreeenlatives, thereby suspend­ 
ing operation of this war-time law for 90 days, 
because to do so had become a kind of bleeding 
h eart issue raised by the organised labor bloc. 
R ather than throw out the act, which would 
have been a showdown, th* lower house extended 
it in a form that puts it on the shelf for three 
months.

Capt. Delong, however, said he 
would make no statement concern 
ing Mr. Reams’ remark that it is 
“»'P to the institution to clean up 
th*, prisoners’ quarters" until he 
conferred with Arthur L. Glattke, 
superintendent of the Ohio reform 
atory at Mansfield, "trusties” of 
which are sent to the O. S. & S 
Home for farm work and other 
duties. t 
Capt. Delong said possible im­ 
provements 
for housing trusties 
at the home will be decided on at 
this meeting. He also said that the 
state liquor department should look 
Into the matter of prisoners pur­ 
chasing wine at nearby stores. 
Reams Visits Camp 
Director Reams visited the honor 
camp to investigate the Sunday 
night episode when 12 reformatory 
inmates stationed there made a 
dash for freedom. Only six of that 
number have been apprehended. 
Sheriff Souther lashed back at 
the statement of Mr. Reams that 
It is "up to the sheriff of the 
county to clean up the neighbor­ 
hood near the camp”. 
“My understanding of the Sun­ 
day 
incident is 
that 
wine 
was 
smuggled to the prisoners at the 
honor camp during visiting hours 
by relatives and friends. Several 
bottles were found in the prisoners' 
quarters.” Sheriff Souther said. 
"One of the fugitives brought to 
the Erie county jail said that drinks 
were taken into the quarters in 
pop bottles, evidently by relatives 
and friends,” the sheriff said. 
"As for the cleaning up 
the 
neighborhood 
near 
the 
camp, 
Sheriff Souther declared, “it’s up 
to the state liquor department to 
take action. We’ll cooperate with 
the department agents IOO percent 
when, and if. they come here.”

Found To Be Time Saver 


Rr Tha Cm tad Proa*. 
CHICAGO, April 4—Experiments 
with end-to-end radio communica­ 
tion on long freight trains have de­ 
veloped many Interesting tlmn'S*w- 
Ing features, including a saving 
of at lease 30 seconds a mile in 
freight service, according to C. O. 
Ellis, superintendent of communi­ 
cations for the Rock Island rail­ 
road. 
“Developments in radio the list 
few years have opened new vistas 
and It is now possible to utilize fre­ 
quencies for communication that 
only were dreamed of a few years 
ago." Mr. Ellis said. 
“These frequencies lie between 
that of 40 megacycles and 5.000 
megacyclea. and even higher. With 
this expansion of radio spectrum, 
It Is hoped that diamante will be 
made available for railroad use.” 
The Rock laland was granted a 
license and assigned call letters 
for experiments In radio communi­ 
cation used In connection with tha 
operation of trains In May, 1944. 
Since that time, many tests have 
been made on two-way radio be­ 
tween locomotive* and cabooses.

tion”. which repeatedly broadcast 
a threat against the life of Bernard 
Raruch, adviser to President Roose­ 
velt. said: 
“During an ambush of a convoy 
of American 
civilians 
yesterday, 
our comrades took 
prisoner 
the 
secretary of the American liquida­ 
tion commission for occupied Ger­ 
man territory (apparently a refer­ 
ence to the American Military Gov­ 
ernm ent). 
"He was to organize the annihila­ 
tion of all Germans. 
Before we 
finished him off he declared the 
seat of the commission is to be 
transferred to Coblenz. 
So. were­ 
wolves of Ctfblenz. be ready to 
strike."
